LIHCOLF,  the  Fourth  Great  Grandfather  of  the  well  known  President.-  was  -orn 
in  the  •’ear  1522  in  Kiaebam,  For  folk  and  emigrated  tc  - 
America.  This  Samuel  Lincoln  lived  in  Bingham  at  the  same  time  ao  our 
Dorothye  Lincolne,  but  although  four  earlier  venerations  of  Samuel  Lincoln’s 
family  are  recorded  in  "The  Ancestry  of  Abraham  Lincoln"  the  collateral  lin  3 
of  Samuel’s  ancestry  are  not  complete  and  the  exact  relationship  of  Dor ot rye 
and  Samuel  cannot  be  established  from  t;*.t  .or it.

to  Norwich  or  into  Norwich  itself. 
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THE  COGKAN  FAIIILY  0?  CAISTQd  ST.  SDIUND'C 

Near  Norwich,  Norfolk 


A  very  fevr  miles  south-east  of  Norwich  City  is  a  small  country 
village  known  as  Caistor  St.  Edmunds,  'This  village  in  the  distant  past  was 
the  tribal  centre  of  the  old  Iceni  where  once  reigned  Queen  Boadicea.  By 
the  Homans  it  was  called  Venta  Icenorura  and  was  one  of  about  a  dozen  ^oaan 
towns  from  which  the  civilian  government  of  Britain  was  ncb-ini stcrc-d 
An  old  rhyme  says: 

Caistor  was  a  city  when  Norwich  was  none, 

Norwich  was  built  on  Caistor  stone. 


Norwich  is  no  new  town,  having  passed  through  a  stormy  time  at  the  conquest 
by  William  the  Conqueror,  therefore  the  antiquity  of  Caistor  cannot  be  over¬ 
estimated,  The  city  has  been  reduced  to  a  mere  village  and  the  ruins  of  the 
old  Honan  Camp  are  all  that  remain  other  than  the  old  castle,  the  church  and 
the  usual  quiet  country  East  Anglian  village. 


To  this  quiet  solitude  came  one,  BENJiJ.IIN  COGLIAN,  late  in  the 
Seventeenth  Century,  together  with  his  wife  ANNE  with  their  two  children 
JOHN  ana  ROSE.  No  record  is  at  hand  to  say  from  whence  they  came,  but  as 
already  explained  on  page  1  of  this  record,  the  ancestry  of  the  Cognan  line 
being  so  limited  it  narrows  down  their  parentage  very  closely  to  another 
Norfolk  village,  that  of  Hingham.  Benjamin  may  have  been  the  son  of  John 
Cograan,  Sr.  of  Hingham,  but  at  any  rate  he  was  closely  related  to  that  family. 


Benjamin  appears  to  have  prospered  very  v/ell  in  Caistor  Sto  Edmund 
where  he  became  the  village  blacksmith.  His  children  grew  until  his  son  John 
was  able  to  help  him  materially  with  the  work.  He  accumulated  property  and 
then  in  1729  he  and  his  son  John  built  a  very  substantial  home  which  they 
called  "Queen  Anne  Cottage".  (His  blacksmith  shop  was  adjoining/)  There  the 
Cog-mar.  family  settled  down  for  two  centuries  of  good  honest  citizenship  and 
there  they  contributed  to  the  benefit  of  the  community  by  their  labor,  asso¬ 
ciation,  and  support  of  public  welfare.  The  parish  church  records  were  main 
tained  efficiently  by  first  one  member  of  the  family  and  then  another.  The  hone 
and  property  is  still  in  possession  of  the  family  having  passed  throu  h  the 
hands  of  eight  generations  of  Cogra&ns  as  follows: 

Benjamin,  the  builder  John,  born  1812 

John,  born  about  1707  John,  born  1844 

Hobert,  born  1732  tfilliam  Edward,  born  abt.  1873 

Robert,  born  1776  Claud  John,  born  1890  (about) 

Complete  data  and  vital  information  on  these  generations  is  contained 
in  the  charts  shown  on  pages  5  and  6  of  this  record. 


On  hay  9th,  1740,  Benjamin  lost  his  wife,  Anne,  and  she  was  buried 
in  the  village  Churchyard  at  Caistor  which  was  destined  to  become  the  last 
resting  place  of  many  of  her  descendants.  Six  years  later,  Benjamin  Cogman 
prepared  his  last  will  and  testament,  July  6,  1746,  leaving  all  his  property 
to  his  son  John.,  He  passed  away  July  22nd,  1746  and  his  last  will  and  testa¬ 
ment  reads  as  follows:

Benjamin,  born  1705  in  St.  Augustine’s  Parish.  The  name  i3  actually  spelled 
on  the  register  CODKAH  and  the  record  from  then  on  contains  C001IAIT  and  CCP.  - 
names,  the  spelling  used  interchangeably*  Stephen  Co  man  married  Susannah 
KIL3U3H  in  1713  and  Edward  Cogoan  married  Elizabeth  T0U2TG  and  had  a  daughter 
Mary  born  1746.  The  relationship  of  Oliver,  Stephen  and  Edvard  is  not  tenor 
but  they  appear  to  be  kinsmen.  Inasmuch  as  Oliver  had  a  son  Benjamin  who  in 
turn  had  male  descendants  it  would  seem  that  Cliver  is  the  head  of  the  Str 
Augustine  line*,  which  runs  as  follows:

Between  the  years  1761  and  1776  there  are  ten  children  bom  to  a  Beajaar- 
Cograan.  The  mother  in  9ome  cases  is  specified  as  Elizabeth  and  in  others  as 
Sarah.  This  makes  it  uncertain  as  to  whether  they  are  from  one  and  the  same 
Benjamin  by  two  different  wives  or  whether  there  existed  more  than  one  Benjamin 
at  that  tine  in  the  parish.  The  nams  is  very  frequent  at  this  date  in  the  St 
Augustine  branch  of  the  family  and  Benjamin  al30  heads  the  Caistor  f&.uily,  su  - 
gesting  relationship,  although  it  does  not  facilitate  establishing  connections 

One  fruitful  branch  of  the  St.  Augustine  family  begins  with  Owen  Co  mar., 
Born,  Sept.  5,  1773,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Elizabeth.  He  married  Eleanor  VUES 
and  their  descendants  are  charted  on  the  following  pages.
